PARIS, Nov. 22.—Following is 
the text of the first note sent to 
Germany by the Ambassador's 
Council. The note was signed 
by Premier Poincare of France, 
president of the Council of Am- 
bassadors and wes handed to the 
German charge, Von Hoesch. 

In the name of the Allied 
Governments represented at the 
conterence, I beg you to trans- 
mit the fellewing note te the 
German Government: 

The allied Governments take 
note of the deealartion made by 
the German Government that it 
in no way intends to contest its 
obligations under the Treaty of 
Versailles. They must, however, 
put on record that this Govern- 
ment, nevertheless, in reality 
persists in invoking reasons for 
continuing te escape from the 
exercise of military control in 
practice. 

The German Government, .it 
is true, does not put foward this 
time the participation ef French 
and Belgian officers in the oper- 
ations of contro] as grounds for 
evading control, but maintains 
that resumption of the opera- 
tions would be of a nature to 
aggravate its internal difficul- 
ties, and inevitably provoke in- 
cidents. The council must first 
observe to the German Govern- 
ment that the operations of con- 
trol have been interrupted many 
months and there is no need to 
insist on he gravity of such a 
situation.

RUHR’ ‘VIRTUALLY DEAD, 
FEARFUL OF FAMINE! 


HopelessAndifference Said to Be| 
Characteristic of Throngs

BERLIN, Nov. 22. tthe threat of 
a general famine overhangs the 
Ruhr, for emplovers, German and 
French alike, have repudiated re- 
sponsibility either for feeding or 
employing its 4,000,000 inhabitants 
after Nov. 30. 

The correspondent has just re- 
turned from the Ruhr, which he en- 
tered with a German friend through 
“emuggiers’ alley’’—a nameless spot 
on the border which the French 
eentries have neglected. The guide 
was a straightforward youngster, 
furmerly a mine clérk, but now un- 
employed, who is smuggling ciga- 
rettes for a living. 

Crowds Wander Aimilessly. 

The Ruhr landscape is strikingly 
changed. Whereas formerly the 
Ruhr had no canopy of sky but only 
biack smoke for a roof, now the 
hundreds of stacks which encircle 
one at any point are smokeless. 
appeared vaguely gray through the 
smoke, now loom up black. 

The Rubr, despite the partial ac- 
tivity of certain works such as the 
Krupp plants, unproductive repair 
work and the feeble business done 
in the shops, is virtually dead, Tele- 
phones and public services are still 
demoralized, 

In Dortmund, the streets are lined 
with iren shutters, protecting the 
shops against plundering. Enormous 
crowds wander aimlessly about. The 
vast space before the railway sta- 
tion is black with humanity crawl- 
ing slowly about like swarming bees. 
They are the “black stock ex- 
change,” which is a feature of every 
city in the Ruhr since the occyupa- 
tion. Here the Germans must buy 
francs for railway fares, since the 
Franco-Belgian administration ac~- 
cepts only francs, but sells them at 
20 to 100 per cent over normal. 

The Thieves’ Market. 

Here also is the thieves’ market. 
It is the shadiest looking crowd of 
humanity ever assembhied in any 
civilized city. It furtively sells every- 
thing stealable—shoes, watches, 
beads, cigarettes, horsewhips. 

From the street above come sev- 
eral thousand unemployed, march- 
ing in perfect. military formation, 
singing folk songs with admirable 
harmony. They join the miscellane- 
ous masses below. For a moment, 
silence. Then—panic. A woman 
with a baby carriage dashes into the 
station, but French troops bar the 
doors, cutting off this means of es- 
cape, while platoons of.troops take 
up the guard outside.

SEVEN MORE CHARITY 
BUDGETS APPROVED 


Allotments for 13 of 51 to Share 
in Community Fund Completed 
—Red Cross Included. 


Budgets of seyen charities in the 
Community Fund were approved 
| yesterday by the Budget Committee. 
These seven agencies will require 


$359,454 to carry on their work in’ 


1924. as they estimate their total ex- 
'penses, based upon audits of their 
‘accounts for the past two years as 
‘required by the Community Fund, at 
| $434,841. 
| The Budget Committee {now has 

completed ite work @n the budgets 
of 13 charities and philanthropies, of 
|the 51 which will share in the pro- 
j}ceeds of Community Fund campaign 
‘from Dec. 1 to 10. Six child-caring 
/organizations, which were the first 
| to be certified by the Budget Com- 
_mittee, will require $95,123 in gifts 
| trom the public through the Com- 
‘munity Fund. The combined needs 
in gifts of the 13 organizations an- 
nounced thus far is $454,577. 

Red Cross Budget Approved. 

Among the organizations whose 
budgets were approved yesterday is 
the St. Louls Chapter of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, which is participat- 
ing in the Community Fund for the 
first time, having abandoned its an- 
nual roll call after six years. A 
budget calling for total expenses of 
$114,182 for 1924 was determined 
upon for the Red Cross and the 
Community Fund is asked to supply. 
$92,205. The remainder will be 
made up by income from endow- 
ment and miscellaneous sources 

The budget appropriation for the 
Red Cross will enable it to continue 
its service to veterans of the World 
War and their families; to conduct 
dental clinics in the public schools: 
to further its 4 nutritional work 
through milk stations in the 
schools, and various other health 
activities in the city. 

The Sudget of the Webster Groves 
Chapter of the Red Cross, also par- 
ticipating in the fund for the first 
time, was among those approved 
| yesterday. It calls for total expenses 
of $9850, and its only source of in- 
come will be the fund. It is the 
only family relief organization in 
Webster Groves and gives service 
*o civillans as well as ex-service 
men. 


Largest Budget tn Fund. 

The largest budget approved tu 
date is that of the St. Louis Provi- 
Gent Association, which calls for 
$168.965 from the Community Fund 
Besides, the Provident estimates that 
lit will get $24.910 from endowmen* 
and $600 in refunds of various kinds 
making its total budget $194,475. It 
estimates it will serve at least 200° 
families, comprising more than 19. 
090 persons in the next year. 
recently has established nine branch 
offices in various parts of the cit: 
so that it can amplify its service. 

The St. Louls County Welfare As- 
sociation, with central offices fn the 
Court House at Clayton, was allotted 
$18.996 in gifte from the fund to 
apply on its total expense budget of 
$20,262. a 

Visiting Nurses fn County. 

Through support of the Communi- 
ty Fund the Visiting Nurse Associa- 
ition has been enabled to extend its 
service outside the city to take in al’ 
of St. Louis County.

While telephone repair men were 
giving a “first aid” demonstration 
on the “Safety Week” stage in 
Twelfth boulevard yesterday, Henry 


Jones, 8 years old, of 1317 North 
Nineteenth street, was entertaining 
a group of small children back of 
his home with a bonfire. 

One of the most interested spec- 
tators was 5-year-old Sophia Berna- 
towski, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Walenty Bernatowski, of 1323 North 
Nineteenth street. She danced and 
screamed with delight as the flames 
from Henry's bonfire shot into the 
air and sparks flew in every direc- 
tion. 

Henry's mother, Mrs. Ruth Jones. 
who is the breadwinner of the fam- 
ily, Was away at her place of em- 
ployment and his grandmother was 
busy with her household work. The 
mothers of the children playing with 
Henry, likewise were busy with 
housework or away from home at 
various places of employment. 

Poured Kerosene on Fire. 

The building running from 1317 
to 1323 North Nineteenth street are 
tenements and Henry's bonfire was 
on a vacant lot in the rear of the 
building which sg ves as a play- 
ground for the childrep of the 
neighborhood. 

-The fire did not show enough 
speed to suit Henry and he fed it 
occasionally from a can of kerosene 
found on a back

The Nile’s Source | 

The question of the source of the 
Nile is at once the oldest and the 
most recent of geography. The frst 
European to lay claim to having dis- 
covered the true source was James 
Bruce. The Scotch explorer believed 


that the middle one of the three 
branches, called the Blue Nile, was 
the true river. It was tater discov- 
ered that he had been mistaken in 
his assumptions. The ancients be- 


lieved that the westernmost branch, | 


called the White Nile, was the trus 
Nile. The ancients were right and 
Bruce was wrong. Many explorers 
sought to trace the White Nile to its 
source, but the greatest discovery of 
all, that the Nile really rises in south 
latitude and crosses the equator, was 
made by Capts. Grant and Speke, 
who in 1858 discovered Lake Victoria 
Nyanza. 
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LAME your child litthe, praise 

him often if you wish him to 

acquire a happy diapasition. 
When you blame him he uncon- 
sciously resents with a sort of ani- 
mal ugliness which slowly works 
itself out into the features. When 
you praise him he unconsciously 
turns his mind to a search of the 
better things within himself, and he 
usually finds them and shows this 
exalted self to others. 

Some parents are too afraid of 
“spoiling” theif children with praise 
~—fearing vanity—and so do none 
of it. But they thus show a wrong 
conception of how character is un- 
folded. Praise, rightly applied. will 
make your child more humble. 

Only occasionally is fault finding 
applicable to the healthy growth of 
character. It must serve as a chal- 
lenge, arouse determination and re- 
sentment leading toward § self-im- 
proved actions—if valuable. Usually 
the blame heaped upon a chiki goes 
into his subconscious mind, tbere to 
remain as accepted truth. “You are 
a lazy, shiftiess failure,” a, father 
was wont to say often when provoked 
at some trivia) thing in the cond@duct 
of his growing boy. The boy heard 
the statement so much that he ac- 
cepted it as true and acted accord- 
ingly. 

“You are not. doing so well as I 
desire, but I know that you wil!) wake 
up some day and assert your worth. 
Take your time: cheer up. my boy: 
I will stay by you.” Following this 
sort of statement, single out the vir- 
tues already present tn your child; 
explain thely meaning: why you ex- 
pect him to use them to advantage; 
how you expect him to awaken 
soon to some new truth about him- 
self: how, you see coming into his 
future some big. interestIne issue, 
and name ft specifically. This sort 
of thing will transform praise into 
character development.

How easy it 
was for the archbishops of Sualz- 
burg to maintain obedience, when all 
they had to do was to drop boulders 
dawn upon their subjects! For Salz- 
burg in the middle ages was ruled 
by an archbishop, one of the electors 
of Germany, and an ecclesiastic who 
led his treops to war apd wore chain 
armor as often as his purple robes. 

Salzburg is famed today chiefly for 
the fact that Mozart was born there, 
@ miserably poor musician who had 
to go elsewhere to make a living. At 
frequent intervals e Mozart festival 
is given in the old town, to which 
composers and musicians from al) 
over Europe journey to hear his 
works performed by symphony or- 
chestras and opera companies in 
rapid succession. 

The home of Mozart is carefully 
preserved for tourista. It is prob- 
able that the guide receives in tips 
every day as much as Mozart got 
for one of his string quartets: 


sonatas or concertos. Mozart died .
